Claims 1, 3, 8-16, and 20 are pending in tlie instant application. 

Amendments 

The amendment filed on March 13, 2012 has been acknowledged and has been 
entered into the instant application file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The Information Disclosure Statement filed on March 13, 2012 has been 
considered by the Examiner. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
Claims 21 and 22 provided for the use of the salt of claim 1 7, but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. 

The claims have been cancelled, and the rejection is withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
Claims 21 and 22 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, 
results in an improper definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a 
proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. 

The claims have been cancelled, and the rejection is withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
Claim 17 was previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wasserscheid et al. (EP 1 1 821 97 A1 ).
